Every day there 
are more than 35,000 bills withdrawn 
from circuation and 
destroyed; 
the 
cost of replacing these is $465.o0, but 
the cost of washing them and making 
them as good as new will be but $15. 
The machine is 15 feet long and 5 
I feet wide, and looks something like 
a newspaper printing press. It has 
dozens of rolls, many gears and op­ 
erates with the same clash and clang. 
The money is placed 
between 
two 
canvas belts at one end of the ma­ 
chine. It runs through a solution of 
laundry soap and boiling water, where 
it is thoroughly cleansed. It then en­ 
ters another vat in which there is a 
solution of stiffening m aterials and 
germ-killing solution. From this vat 
it is drawn between 
a 
gas-heated 
mangle, where it is ironed as stiff as 
new bills. 
It emerges from the machine two 
minutes and fifteen seconds after it 
has started on its 64-foot trip, and is 
to all intents and purposes a perfect 
bill. When running at full speed the 
washing machine can clean about 4,- 
000 bills an hour. The movtive power 
is electricity. 
The Treasury Department 
is 
im­ 
mensely pleased with 
the new 
ma­ 
chine, and if the severe tests to which 
it will be subjected fail to show any 
flaws in its working several more will 
probably be placed in the building.
